ARRL News Release - DXCC Accepting P5/4L4FN Contacts Since early November 
2001, Edisher Giorgadze, 4L4FN, a Georgian citizen employed by the United Nations 


World Food Program, has been active as P5/4L4FN in Pyongyang, DPRK. 


"The ARRL has now received adequate evidence that the operation by Mr. Giorgadze 
is being conducted with the knowledge and approval of telecommunications officials 
in Pyongyang. At the present time, this approval is limited to SSB operation. The 
ARRL Awards Committee has met and concurred that the operation should be 
accredited. As a result, the ARRL have announced that with immediate effect, the 
DXCC Branch will accept SSB contacts with P5/4L4FN for DXCC credit. For further
